Ball, 58, to succeed the retiring 
Goldberg was viewed in the cap- 
ital as fresh evidence that John- 
son had decided to make a de- 
termined effort during his last 
nine months in office to negoti- 
ate an end to the Vietnam war. 


Ball has made his criticisms 


of U.S. policy known particular- 
ly since resigning as undersec- 
retary of state in October 1966. 
Thus his willingness to return to 
government surprised Washing- 
ton circles as much as did John- 
son's decision to ask him back. 


Ail-Out Drive 


But a highly placed official 


explained it as evidence John- 
son plans an all-out drive to end 
the war through negotiations be- 
fore leaving office next Janu- 
ary. 


"George knows the President 


Is going to make a maximum ef- 
fort to get an acceptable peace 
settlement," said this official. 
"George is glad to try to help 
with that." 


Reached Thursday evening by 


telephone in Mont Tremblant, 
near Montreal, Canada, where 
he is attending a conference of 
an independent group concerned 
with Atlantic community prob- 
lems, Ball said: 


"The President has removed 


himself from the political arena 
so he can make decisions which 
would be much more difficult if 
he were a political candidate. 


'Very Fruitful' 


"Therefore the period that re- 


mains could be a very fruitful 
period." 
Ball said Johnson asked bun 


to serve during the remaining 
months of the President's term 
"and this is what I am going to 
do."Johnson announced Thursday 
at a hastily called news confer- 
ence that Goldberg, 59, had re- 
signed and would be replaced 
by Ball. The President said the 
change would probably become 
effective in early June after 
Goldberg handles "certain mat- 
ters now under way" at the 
United Nations.

Not Permanent 


Goldberg indicated openly al- 


most six months ago that he did 
not consider his U.N. position as 
a career. Johnson called him 
from the Supreme Court in 
mid-1965 to become ambassador 
to the world organization and 
recently he has privately ex- 
pressed interest in returning to 
the practice of law. 


At a New York news confer- 


ence following the President's 


announcement, Goldberg said 
he had worked in the cause of 
Vietnam peace during his 33 
months as U.N. ambassador. He

"I have resigned in the belief 


that I can best further these ob- 
jectives in private life,"

said. While acknowledging there 
had been Vietnam policy differ- 
ences within the administration, 
he said that had not motivated 
his decision to resign.

Whether Goldberg plans to en-

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ABC for Appleton 


Appleton residents are about to be 


faced with a challenge to help change the 
lives of some youths less fortunate than 
their own children. If a proposed program 
now under discussion is accepted by local 
citizens, there will be 10 underprivileged 
but scholastically promising boys attending 
special classes on a college campus this 
summer and then going to the Appleton 
public high schools next fall. 


The program, called "A Better Chance" 


(ABC), is being considered for Appleton 
and Lawrence University as a Midwest pilot 
project. Thomas M. Mikula, of Dartmouth 
College, recently visited the city in his 
capacity as national director of ABC. He 
stressed repeatedly during his visit that 
active and broad community support is 
necessary if the program is to be attempted 
here and succeed. Community interest 
would be tested even before the program 
started since $10.000 would have to be 
contributed by the community, in addition 
to a couple to serve as "parents" for the 
boys. A $20,000 grant from ABC would pay 
for the rest of the program. 


The Post-Crescent supports the estab- 


lishment of an ABC program in Appleton. 
What the disadvantaged youth from the 
core areas of the large cities need most is a 
"hand-up" rather than a "hand-out." and 
the ABC program does just that. By means 
of two summers 
of intensive 
special 


training at a top private college like 
Dartmouth or Lawrence, and two years in a 
school system like Appleton's, these young- 
sters receive a preparation for going on to 
college, a future they could not anticipate 
without this special help. 


The potential students are carefully 


screened by ABC and then chosen by a 
local committee. The prime qualifications 
are that they possess the intellectual 
capacity to do college work, but that in 
their present situations they have neither 
the means nor the educational preparation 
to do so. 


A broad-based community committee is 


now being formed to sponsor the program 
in Appleton, with the cooperation of 
Lawrence and the Appleton school system. 
With a proper response from the citizens of 
the community. ABC can be launched in 
Appleton by fall. 


Appleton and Grand Chute 


The informal understanding between 


representatives of the City of Appleton and 
Town of Grand Chute that they would be 
\villing to participate in talks to explore the 
feasibility of a merger or consolidation 
must be hailed as one of the most 
significant gestures made in recent years 
between two units of government in the 
Fox Cities region. 


Mayor George Buckley, who earlier in 


the month indicated in his state-of-the-city 
message that he would push for merger or 
consolidation talks with nearby 
urban 


towns, appropriately brought the matter up 
at a meeting this week when city and town 
officials were discussing public school 
district finances. 


The meeting on the school matter was 


amicable in itself and may have been 
indicative of a new spirit of cooperation 
which should be nurtured between city and 
town officials for the benefit of all 
concerned. 


Buckley made it clear he was not 


talking annexation at this time and urged 
the Town of Grand Chute to establish some 
kind of a meeting at which a dialogue 
could be carried out with a group repre- 
senting the city. It would pursue all pos- 
sible ways of implementing a merger or 


consolidation if proving to be feasible. 


The important point town officials and 


residents should keep in mind was stressed 
again by Mayor Buckley when he said 
Appleton was not interested "in a land 
grab." 


"I am more than ever firmly convinced 


Appleton needs more open land and you 
have the need of our city services that we 
are already set up to supply," Buckley 
declared, and rightly so. 


It was encouraging that 
Chairman 


Thomas Thorson of the Town of Grand 
Chute, which is rapidly nearing the 10,000 
population mark and is feeling the effect of 
rising school taxes and the need for 
municipal facilities to serve an urban-rural 
complex, told the mayor he was "on the 
right track" and indicated interest in help- 
ing to set the stage for merger or consolida- 
tion talks. 


Not too long ago the City of Green Bay 


and Town of Preble decided to bury the 
hatchet after years of cold war, and 
through the efforts of dedicated city and 
town officials — coupled with a thorough 
understanding by the general public — put 
together a consolidation which has resulted 
in improved government and services, and 
handsome dividends for all involved. 


A Constitution for Thailand 


More than eight years ago the military 


government authorities who had seized 
power in Thailand promised to promulgate 
a constitution. At last it seems that the 
constitution is ready but what its effect will 
be for the Thais remains to be seen. 


Thailand has never been a democracy. 


Once an absolute monarchy, it changed to a 
less authoritarian regime with a Parlia- 
ment. When the generals sprang their 
coup, they retained the institution of the 
monarchy, a so far successful device to give 
the people a feeling of unity with their 
government. The situation has been helped 
by a popular and intelligent royal couple. 


The new constitution hardly is a greatly 


liberalizing document. The upper house of 
Parliament would be chosen by the King, 
and the Council of Ministers, which really 
runs the country, would not have to submit 
its programs to Parliament. The Premier 
would be appointed by the King and 
approved only by the head of Parliament. 
The press would continue to be government 
.controlled and it should not be difficult for 
a strong man, such as the current premier, 
Field Marshal Thanon Kittikachorn, to 
retain real power. 


However, as history has developed, 


since World War I in particular, it has 
become clear that representative govern- 
ment as we understand it is not easily 
transported. Some nations even with a 
history of democracy, like Greece, have 
retrogressed at least for the time being. 
The authoritarian controls of one political 
party are as stringent in Taiwan as they are 
in some Eastern European Communist 
countries. Democracy of a sort has come to 


nations like the Philippines but is certainly 
not yet a tremendous success. 


Almost every black country in Africa 


has tossed aside constitutional guarantees 
and established authoritarian controls al- 
though quite often benevolent ones. 


There are several elements necessary 


for successful representative government. 
There must be open communications and a 
relatively high level of literacy. There must 
be a tradition of public service. But deeper 
than that, there must be an understanding 
of the responsibilities of officials, strong, 
antipathy toward corruption and a general 
willingness to trust one another. In coun- 
tries with a history of strong men, divine 
regimes or warring sects, these elements 
are conspicuously lacking. 


The danger in Thailand is not that 


tradition means that the proposed constitu- 
tion must 
be inscribed 
by hand on 


parchment or that the royal astrologer 
must find an auspicious date for the 
announcement. There are a number of 
Thais, especially in the academic communi- 
ty, who resent the military control, the war 
in Vietnam and the gradual approach to a 
more modern government. There is always 
the threat of revolt under such circum- 
stances. 


But Thailand must find its own way. 


Fortunately it is a relatively 
wealthy 


country with a stable economy only a little 
unsettled by the presence of American 
troops and military installations. If the war 


. does not go on much longer, Thailand may 


continue to develop in peace and tranquil- 
itv.

Like anybody else, Mayor 


Maier is probably not dis- 
pleased that there are some of 
his friends who believe he has 
the calibre and the popularity 
to make a good candidate for 
governor. 


It is a flattering thought. 


There are those politicians in 
Wisconsin in every era who 
allow such speculation about 
themselves to circulate, and 
occasionally even inspire it, 
because they believe it adds to 
their stature and prestige. 


There may have been a few 


instances in the political histo- 
ry of the state when men were 
genuinely and literally "draft- 
ed" by "parties or important 
segments thereof to run for 
high offices that they would 
not have sought otherwise. But 
in the years that this reporter 
has been watching state poli- 


tics, there have been none. 
Indeed, memory recalls one 
candidate for U.S. senator 
some years ago, who claimed 
in his announcement publicity 
that he was running at the 
insistence of his numerous 
friends and then got so few 
votes in the primary election 
that he failed to qualify for the 
final election ballot. 


It is not difficult to imagine 


that Mayor Maier, like most 
ambitious men in politics, has 
thought of the governorship as 
a further adornment of his 
political record. But it seems 
unlikely, at the least, given the 
nature and the seriousness of 
his problems in the Milwaukee 
city administration, that he 
could now appar to be acting 
in good faith if he proposed to 
leave his office almost before 
his new term begins 5n order 
to seek another and more 
prestigious place. 


ONCE BEFORE 


Mayor Maier won 86 per 


cent of the vote recorded in 
the M i 1 w a u k e e mayoralty 
April 2, which is an over- 
powering margin. But his op- 
ponent was a very young man, 
little known, with few re- 
sources. His prospective oppo- 
nent in the fall election for 
governor, LaFollette and the 
primary aside, is the best 
known public man in Wiscon- 
sin and he will have ample 
resources. 


Henry Maier like all sensi- 


tive men has a long memory. 
He surely recalls out of his 
own experience that campaign- 
ing against an incumbent in a 
statewide race is far more 
difficult and demanding than 
running from the vantage' 
point of city hall in a contest 
for mayor. There was his 
humiliating lesson in 1965, for 
example, when he won the 
Democratic nomination f o r 
the late Republican Sen Alex- 
ander Wiley. Losing to Wiley, 
who was then in his prime, 
was not as damaging to his 
pride, it may be guessed, as 
the fact that he ran behind 
some of the other Democrats 
on that losing statewide ticket. 


Unlike other states of the 


country, Wisconsin has rarely 
drawn on city government 
heads as candidates for state- 
wide office. The only example 
that comes readily to mind in 
modern times was in 1932 
when the late Albert G. 
Schmedeman, then mayor of 
Madison, was swept into the 
governorship with the Roose- 
velt landslide. Undoubtedly 
one of the reasons for the 
paucity of city hall politicians 
in higher politics is the long- 
standing rule of nonpartisan 
elections in municipalities.

Greek Myths Relate 
Psychological Truths

"They'd really like to kill 


me," said the president of the 
company, while we were hav- 
ing lunch together, "or at any 
rate, they can hardly wait 
until I retire or die." He was 
speaking about his chief offi- 
cers. 


I congratulated h i m on 


having the sense to realize 
this, and I consoled him by 
pointing out that the oldest- 
known human drive is the act 
of patricide — the killing of 
the father by the sons. 


The first and most ancient 


Harris 


myth in history tells of the 
Titans, sons of the primordial 
god. Uranus, who killed their 
father. Kronus was the son 
who then became god. and he 
in turn was murdered by Zeus, 
his own son. Zeus also impris- 
oned all his uncles in Tartarus 
forever. 


If you believe, as I do, that 


such myths embody the deep- 
est (and most carefully hid- 
den) truths about human na- 
ture, then it is no accident 
that the pre-history of Western 
civilization begins with the 
myth of the Titans. 


Sons may love their fathers 


(sometimes), but they also 
resent them as the sons grow 
into manhood and the fathers 
sink 
into senescence. And 


since fathers traditionally are 
reluctant to relinquish their 
authority — for this symbol- 


izes a failing virility — the 
sons unconsciously begin to 
wish for the fathers' death. 


This is not a moral situation 


to deplore; it is a psychologi- 
cal event that must be accept- 
ed and understood, if we are 
to grow old with any grace 
and dignity. We cannot blame 
a man for wanting to cling to 
the symbols of his power and 
authority; nor can we con- 
demn his sons — even if they 
are occupational and not bio- 
logical sons — for desiring 
him out of the way. 


Perhaps the most Impres- 


sive illustration of this conflict 
in literature is Shakespeare's 
scene of Prince Hal at his 
father's sleeping bedside, when 
he tries on the crown of his 
dying father, and is so obvi- 
ously torn between filial piety 
and the urge to become king 
himself. 


Love and respect and grati- 


tude — all these emotions 
toward the King, the Father, 
the President, the Founder, 
are subtly darkened by the 
deeper and more primitive 
desire to do away with the old 
god, .who still stands between 
us and the throne. "Uneasy 
lies the head that wears a 
crown" for even when no 
enemy threatens it, sons and 
successors do. and perhaps 
more menacingly. 


The man I was lunching 


with understood this psycho- 
logical dynamism, and was 
able to treat it with amused 
irony, only slightly tinged with 
resentment o r 
regret. He 


knows the Greek myths, knows 
how Freud has demonstrated 
their enduring strength, and 
such knowledge gives comfort 
when the throne begins to 
quiver from 
the tramp of 


younger feet.

"George knows the President

Huge Increase

the day by Raymond A. lones, 
administrator of the Foreign 


Agricultural Service of the U S. 
Department of Agriculture. 


Noting that U S. farm exports 


already substantially e x c e e d 
imports in dollar volume, lones 
predicted a huge increase in 
foreign sales within possibly two 
years.

NFEA, representing major ag- 
ricultural areas of the United 
States, are in Washington this 
week for their spring meeting 


"I feel quite bullish about the 


foreign trade picture Basically, 
the situation is an optimistic 
one," Secretary Freeman told 
the farm writers. 


"But we must be alert, ag- 


gressive and effective with a 
reliable supply of quality prod- 


ucts at competitive prices," he 
added. 


Freeman, as well as lones, 


warned that severe trade re- 
strictions 
and 
quotas would 


drive customers to other mar- 
kets. 


Restictive Legislation 


"We would be inviting trouble 


with new anti-import legislation. 
Restrictions should be avoided 
except when they actually dam- 
age our producers," the secre- 
tary of agriculture stressed. 


Dairy products were not in- 


cluded in Feeman's optimistic 
export picture to any significant 
degree 
He saw possibilities, 


though, in cheese and specialty 
items. 


Indirectly of course, Wiscon- 


sin's dairy farmers could expect 


to benefit from 
any foreign 


trade increase. As Freeman 
pointed out, producers of all 
commodities will gain when any 
segment of agriculture expands 
its overseas markets. 


"Japan will increase its feed 


gram imports by a million tons 
a year," Freeman said, report- 
ing on his recent attendance at 
the American exposition in To- 
kyo.

"Korea is developing a live- 


stock economy, and Taiwan, 
too," he continued "Both coun- 
tries want to export rice and 
import wheat because of its 
higher protein value."
